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cuniary Influence among the Members of the Hou/e of Com- 
snons? If any Dependance, or Biafs, created by fuch Motives, 
were really neceflary, it would prove that the Form of our 
Government itfelf was defeétive to a Degree of Ridiculouf- 
nefs ; that it was a Con/fitution, having a Reprefentative of the 
People, which muft be engaged mot to reprefent them ; not to 
vote and at, as They would vote and act, if uninfluenced: 
by private Interef?, or corrupt Motives. Now, if fuch an 
Influence, or Dependance, was univerfal and unlimited through- 
out the whole Houfe, the Monarchy would be ab/olute; and 
whenever this Influence prevails in any Degree, it tends to 
arbitrary Power, For this Reafon, the true Friends of Li- 
berty muft perpetually guard againft fuch Influences; which is 
not fetting up a zew Form of Government, but preferving the 
Old. 

Our Conffitution may, in fome Senfe, be faid to be a fleet- 
ing Thing, which at different Times hath differed from 
itfelf, as Men differ from Themfelves in Age and Youth, or 
in Sicknefs and Health ; but ftill it is the fame, and it is 
our Duty to preferve it, as faras We are able, in its full 
Strength and Vigour. I do not know a more ufeful Turn 
of Mind, and what will contribute more to this End, than 
That which difpofeth us to obferve the feveral Changes in 
our Con/litution,; the Caufes, which have produced them ; 
and the Con/equences attending them. I do not pretend, for 
my Part, to enter far into this Subje&; but will only offer 
fome few Obfervations on what hath happened of that 
Kind, during the Reigns of King W1LL1AMm and Queen 
ANNE; and I leave it to other Pens to remark farther 
back, or to continue fuch Remarks farther on. 

At the Time of the Revolution, our Conflitution received a 
confiderable Strength by that Aé, which is called the Decla- 
ration of Rights; by which, we hope, an End is put to the 
dangerous Claims and Practices of fome former Reigns ; fuch 
as That of a Power in the Crown to difpenfe with the. Exe- 
cution of the Laws; as alfo That of keeping up a ffanding 
army in Times of Peace, without Confent of Parliament ; and 
‘ome other Particulars, which are contained in that AG. 
I do not reckon that we obtained any Thing new by its 
any Thing, that was not our juft Right before; nor does it 
provide fuch Remedies for us, or fuch Penalties for the Of- 
fenders againft it, as might have been contrived ; yet it is 
an Advantage to have That exprefly declared and ig 
ceg 
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Jedged to be our Right, which had once been brought, how 
unjuftly foever, into Difpute. 

About five or fix Years after This, We obtained the Tri- 
ennial A&; which was an additional Security to our Liber- 
ties ; for their may feem, from the Reafon of Things and 
ancient Ufage, that Parliaments ought to have been either 
annual, or to continue no longer than ’till the particular Bu- 
fiefs, for which They were fummoned, was finifhed ; yet, 
by the Precedents made of the long Continuance of the fame 
Parliament, in the Reigns of Charles the firff and fecond, it 
was become fit and requifite to enact, by an exprefs Law, 
that there fhould be a new one, at leaft, once in three Years. 
It may, perhaps, be wondered that This was not taken Care 
of in the Declaration of Rights; for tho’ it is there declared 
that Parliaments ought to be held frequently ; (by which might 
not improperly be underftood mew Parliaments) yet in 2 
Matter of fuch Importance, one might have expeéted more 
clear and pofitive Expreffions. The only Reafon I can af- 
fign for this is, that that Declaration was chiefly intended to 
affert and aflure to us thofe Rights, which had been invaded 
by King ‘fames. Now, That of holding the fame Parliament 
Jor a long Term, was no Part of the Complaints againft his 
Government ; fince during his fhort Reign He called but one 
Parliament, and That he diffolved abruptly, at their /econd 
Seffion. 

But I proceed to mention thofe other 44s, which King 
William pafied, for fecuring to us free Parliaments, and con- 
fequently our Con/fitutien and Liberties. There was one, to 

prevent double and falfe Returns ; another to prevent Bribe- 
ry; another to prohibit Commiffioners of the Excife fitting 1 
the Honfe; and by a Claufe in an A of the 12th of his 
Reign, which is the A of Settlement, it was provided that 
after his Deceafe, and the Deceafe of the then Princefs 4une, 
no Peifon, who had any Office, or Place of Profit, under the 
Kirg, or recerved any Penfion from the Crown, fhould be capable 
of ferving as a Member of the Houfe of Commons. The pal-

What I mean is, his complying 
with the Defire of his People and Parliament, in reducing 
the Number of the /fanding “Forces in England to about 7000 
Men. Thus we fee that as by the coming in of King /¥i- 
liam our Religion and Liberties were preferved from the De- 
figns and Projeéts then or Foot to deftroy both; fo by his 
fucceeding Reign He further ftrengthened and fecured them 
tous by good Laws. I cannot help thinking, that whenever 
it fhall be thought proper to fet upon an Equeftrian Statue to 
the Memory of that Prince, an In{cription ought to be en- 
graven on the Pedeftal in thefe, or fuch like Words,----- To 
the immortal Memory of King Wi1i11AM the Third, who by 
an hazardous and glorious Enterprize preferved the Brititfh 
Nation from the emminent Danger of Popery and Slav ery; and 
afterw ards with more Glory, as fecuring us fir the future i 1s ao- 
ing a far greater Good than only vy pr eventing a prefent Dan- 
, He confirm: ed and ftrengthencd its Liberties by fuch excellent 
ee as the TRIENNIAL Act, and That of the 12th of his 
Reign, entitled an A@ for the FARTHER LIMITATION of 
the Crown; and better fecuring THE RIGHTS and LIBER- 
TIES of the Subje@. 

It can be no Objection againft fetting up fuch a Me- 
morial of thofe Laws, that the firft of them is repealed, and 
that the Claufe above-mentioned in the other is repealed like- 
wife; for tho’, in Deference to the Wifdom of the Legiffa- 
ture. We fuppofe that the Repeal was for good Reafons, with 
Regard to the Time, in which they were repealed ; yet we 
may affirm that the enadting of them, at the time they were 
enacted, was for good Reafons too, and fuch as arife from a 
Confideration of the Nature of Gc vernment, the Principles 
of Liberty, and Precedents in free States. 

I was induced to mention thefe Things at prefent, becaufe 


fome Perfons are often calling upon and defyi ing People to in- 


ftance in any one Article of Liberty, or Security for Liberty, 
which we once had, and do not ftill hold andenjoy. I de-

Here he grew jealous of his Brother 
Smerdis, and difmiffing him, fent Prexa/pes after him, who 
overtook and flew him. Cambyfes gave himfelf wholly upto 
his brutith Pafions and committed innumerable Extravagan- 
ces, He married his Sifter Mercé, and afterwards killed ber 
with a Kick. Paffing through Syria, in his Return to Per/a, 
he got Intelligence, that Patifithus, one of the chief Mazi, 
to whom he had left the Adminiftration of his Affairs, had 
placed a Brother of his own, one Smerdis upon the Throne; 
pretending that he was the deceafed Smerdis the Son of Cyrus, 
Camlyfes, while he was preparing to dethrone this Ufurp:r, 
was flain by his own Sword, which falling out of the Scab- 
bard, as he was mounting his Horfz, gave him a mortal 
Wound in the Thigh. 
Smerdis (or Artaxerxes, who put a Stop to the building of 
the City and Temple of ‘ferufalem) thought to fecure the 
Crown he had ufurped, by eafing the People in their Taxes 
and military Service: But a Perfian Nobleman, called Ozanes 
fufpecting him to be the A/agus Smerdis, who for fome 
Crime, had loft his Ears, in the Reign of Cyrus, difcovered 
him, to be really that Magus by means of his Daughter Phe- 
dima, who was one of Smerdis’s Wives. Otanes, upon this 
Difcovery, formed a Confpiracy with Darius Hyda/pes, and 
hve other Noblemen who flew Smerdis, torether with his 
Brother Patifithus. The Confpirators were at firft undeter- 
mined what Form of Government to eftablifh for the future. 
At laft they refolved upon Monarchy, and took the following 
Method to decide on whofe Head the Crown fhould be placed.

Thcir Kingdoms were Heredi- 
tary, and they. had a particular maaner of educating the pre- 
fumptive Heir to the Crown, which is very much admired by 
Plato, ‘Vhe young Prince was under fome of the Eunuchs, 
or chief Officers of the Houfhold, till he was feven Years of

Lhe j} ower of the Kings of Perfia was indeed very Abfo- 
lute ; but it was not‘a little moderated upon the Acceffion 
of Derins Hydafpes tothe Throne, in the Manner above- 
mentioned, This wile Prince admitted his fellow Confpira- 
tors to his Prefence, as often as they pleafed; and allowed 
them to Advife him, and give their Opinions freely in all 
Afr rsof State; from whence 2rofe the Council of SEVEN, 
which in After-times attended the Kings of Perfig, Thus 
we find, when Ezra had a Commifiton given him by Artax- 
exes to return to Ferufalem, it was in the following Words: 
Lora/inuch as thou art fent of tre Kine and of his SEVEN

preferved with great Care, and ffequentiy read over by the 
King and his Counfellors. 

Among the Perfians, ‘fu/fice was adminiftered, either by 
the King in Perfon, for he often heard and determined Caufes 
himfelf, or by Judges nominated by him. ‘They proceeded 
with a great deal of Equity in all Caufes brought before them, 
Among many others they had one very fingular Cuftom. 
When any Ferfon was accufed of a Crime, after a fair and 
impartial Hearing, if the Accufer could not make good his 
Charge by fuficient Proof, he was obliged to undergo the fame 
Punifbment as the Accufed would have been liable to, if the 
Fact had been fully proved. Of this we have an Inftance in 
the Story of Hamanand Mordecai. 

The Perfian Empire, as has been before obferved, was di- 
vided into one hundred and twenty Provinces, whofe Gover- 
nors were Called Satrape, and chofen from among the chief 
Perfons of the Empire. They had an honourable Allowance 
for their Support, and kept their Courts in their refpective 
Provinces: Within their own Provinces all were fubject to 
thems, except the Governours of Forts, and Officers of the 
Army ; for thefe were d ependant immediately upon the King,

and were a fort of Spies or Checks upon the Conduét of the 
Satrape, who were obliged to render an Account’ of theif 
Adminiftration to the three Superintendants or Chiefs ment 
rons in one of our former Extra&s of Monfieur Rollias’s 
fiiitory, 


For the Convenience of Correfpondence between the dif- 
ferent Parts of this vat Empire, thete were certain Po/fs of 
dVéeijengers eitat iihed, at convenient Diftances, who rode 
0 a 2 i Mig carried Letters and Difpatches throughout 
the whole Empire. The Superintendant or Direétor of 
thefe Meffengers was fo confiderable an Office that it was €X- 
ecuted by Darius Crdomanusbeforc he was King. 
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The Kings of Perfia frequently either vifited all the Pro- 


ee vinces in Perfon, or deputed a Commiffioner not only to re- 
Ps new the Militia, to infpe& into the Adminiftration of “Fuftice, 


and to have an Eye over the Trade, Finances, &c. but to 
overfee the Agriculture, the State of Cities, Publick Build- 
ings, High-Ways, Bridges, e. 

“The vaft Revenue of the Kings of Perfia confifted partly 
in Jfoney, and partly in Corn, Cattle, or what the refpective 
Provinces could bef? afford, and thefe Provifions were laid up 
infome of the principal Cities, in Places built for that Pur- 
pole called GAza ; and were often generou/fly given back again 
by the Kixes of Perfia to their Subjeé?s in unfruitful Years,
